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3. The ilrsL line of the tieoond paragraph on page 4 or the Summary of the Invention 
states. "The preferred efnbodircwM uses a flannel type of material for the heat resistant liner, 
Although ollwr materials suoh as plastics, metal, and labrics could be uses which protect from

The first line of the Summary of the Invention, states, "The invention comprises an 
iron cover i;avm.> a padded bottom covered by a flexjbl^r*^^ 
f.lu'tpvd to lit over and cover the side of 11 ski wax iron." 

Applicant spceiuctdly incorporated in Claims ), 3, and 5 the language "non-traasmitting 
heal •resistant luvr" to coimolo a thermal resistant liner iron cover, which does not transmit heat 
llfciorhuHifch to damage articles stored along with the covered heated iron. This claim language 
selected to avoid un> conliwion caused by use of the isolated term "heat resistant", which 
could cither mean "u material resistant to thermal damage" or "thermal transfer resistance to 
prevent heat from flowing thvmijdi the material". 

A iwivtrtjnwniUinfi Uenl resistant liner was therefore contemplated from Applicant's 
initial disclosure ^d 10 'Ascribe a liner covering a cooling iron, which prevents 

iheruird mmsfrr of heat through the liner causing damage to objects stored therewith. The reason 
fof the nmi Transmitting, heal restslanl lining was to prevent direct Iron heat transmission damage 
through the liner, while allowing indirect cooling by directing heat from the sole throu e h the side 
heal release vcols ire explained in the first paragraph of the Summary of the Invention: 

* . Attached to the padded bottom arc a plurality of side flaps also covered 
by a heal ojsisluni liner,. ...Kach side flap is separated and structured when 
folded about ike iron to doliuc side heal release vents therebetween to allow heat 
to escapo from 1 he cooling hot iron placed therein for storage." 

The invention of Claims I and 2, ns amended, therefore requires the same non, 
ir«i.wi\I«toyJicm.Iw^tof..^ cover as in allowed Claims 3 through 7, as amended. It has a 
padebd bottom jcgnvni shaped to cover and protect a sole of an iron placed thereon from 
uvirrina or damage. It is slritclured with Haps to secure around the sole of an iron to prevent the 
iK-iited sole ol'na iron from transmitting heat through the uon-transmilling heat resistant liner to 
prevent heat diimage to items stored along wilh hot irons, such as a travel irons, ski wax irons, 
pro.si.-i}* ir.tn'S, rttc-am irons, and the lilte. 

•Uk rejection of Claims t and 2, as amended, under 35 USC 102 as being anticipated by 
IvhiBiidc, US i'nwnl No. 3,121, 965 requires this prior art reference to show all features the 
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claim. The utycci of McBrklo is innppositc to Applicant's non-transmitting heat resistant cover. 
Mt-Ocfclc discloses a "hcut resistant" boot for a steam iron, which allows heat to pass 
tkretliwiyli (Co!. 2, Kne 23) to nirf in ironing and pressing of clothes. Its object is to employ a 
liner which h not fotca®d& by ;» l»alcd iron and uniformly transmits heat and steam through the 
boot, and prevent Uw disehurgo of foreign mailer in the steam from staining garments being 
l>r«-SMXl or untied. As such, it doe* not disclose the Applicant's invention of Claims 1 and 2 
provide or, iron cover with a wnHmnspjittjoaMLrsstoLlinfiC to prevent the heated sole of 
an iron from d.umoe'mii iienv: stored along with covered hot iron. As McBride does not disclose 
»]| of the oU-iiK-nts of Claims I umi 2, the 35 USC 102 rejection of Claim 1 is improper and 
•ihonld also t-e withdrawn. 

In view of the formal drawing submittal and McBridc's failure to disclose all of the 
clofYtfHK of Claims I and 2; Claims 1 Uirough 7, as amended, should therefore be approved for 
issuance. If addition:?! amendments pre required, a telephonic discussion with the Examiner is 
requested.
